RIGHT-OF-WAY 


Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 


judgment, said that he had come to the con- | 
good | clusion 


that Sub-section 4 of Section 17 
the Housing Act, 1931, did not take away 
the remedy of certiorart from a person who 
wished to question the vafidity of an order 
made under the Labourers. Act. He thought 
that the most that could be said in the prose- 
cutor’s favour was that the existence of a 
right-of-way was doubtful. He thought that 
in order to succeed the prosecutor would 
have to show that under the Labourers. Acts 
there was no power to make thi: order, The 
application should be refused and the con- 
ditional order discharged with cosus 

Mr. Justice: Hanna, in his judgment, said 
that certigrart.was confined to quashing an 
order ‘which was bad on its face, and, as the 
order here was assumed to be regular and 
valid, the prosecutor must fail on his con- 
tention that the Court was entitled and bound 
to go into the merits and requirements of 
the Housing Act of 1931 and decide whether 
they had been complied with. The plenary 
summons was given to enable these matters 
to be dealt with by oral and other evidence, 
so that the Court might determine iasues of 
fact on a conflict of evidence. Even on the 
merits of this case the prosecutor had failed 
to maintain any of his submissions on the 
evidence set forth on the affidavit. He, 
therefore, thought that the cause shown 
should be allowed with costs. 


“ UNSATISFACTORY ” 


Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his judgment, said 
that he was’ of opinion that certiorari had not 
been taken “away “where “it was sought te 
amen the ‘validity of an order te a the 
Abourers Acts on certain grounds. On the 
question of right-of-way, the evidence before 
the Court was entirely unsatisfactory. He 
was of/opinion that the prosecutor was bound 
to give-at least prima-facie evidence that no 
right-of-way? @xisted over the avenue. The 
prosecutor nót, having done so, the present 
application; in &o far as it depended on the 
non-existence of, such right-of-way, failed, 
and the canse ‘shown should be allowed. 

The conditional order was accordingly dis- 
char with costs.

HORSE

Remarking that it had evidently been an 
oversight, the District Justice gave the 
benefit of the Probation Act to John Martin. 
Broughan, The Ward, County Dublin, who 
was summoned for cruelly ijl-treating a horse 
by working it at North King street while it 
had a sore on its back.

Defendant said he did not know the 
sore was there, and later said that the sore 
had healed. The horse was well-nourished. 

The defence was that the sore had been 
caused by the horse bolting or when it was 
lying struggling on the ground after the acci- 
dent. The horse was fresh off the grass, and 
that was why it had bolted.

MEDICAL STUDENT FINED 
Imposing a fine of £5 on Thomas F. J. 


Roche, medical student, Enniscorthy Castle, 
Enniscorthy, for driving a motor car in a 
dangerous manner at Woodbrook, on the 
Stillorgan road, on February 15, the Dis- 
trict Justice said that if defendant appeared 
before him again in connection with that car 
he would not drive it again.

SOWING 


_ Owing to the unfavourable season for sow- 
ing winter wheat, many growers have been 
obliged to rely on spring varieties. These 
do not tiller so well as winter wheats, and, 
therefore, require a somewhat heavier seedin 
than winter wheat, ranging from 15 to 1 
stones per statute acre (or 24 to 29 stones 
per Irish acre). In securing spring wheat 
care should be taken to see that it is true to 
name. 

It is now too late to sow Red Marvel, but 
April Red, a bearded wheat, may be sown 
up to the middle of April. It has a hard, 
plump, gmall grain which produces flour of 
pe quality. The straw is long, but seldom 
odges badly. It can be sown at the rate of 
15 stones per statute acre, and bushels from 
60 to 63lb. 

Another variety which can be sown up to 
the middle of April is Marquis, derived from 
a cross between Red Fife and Hard Red 
Calcutta. It produces a grain of superior 
quality and the straw is strong and resistant

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CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE 
WARBLE FLY 


+ 


HE first period during which warbled 
is cattle must be dressel ended on 22nd 
March last, and the second will ex- 
tend from the 12th to the 19th April, with 
further periods ranging from 10th to 17th 
May and 7th to 14th June, leaving an inter- 
val of twenty-eight days between each dress- 
ing. By the end of June, if cattle-owners 
carry out thoroughly the work of dressing 
their cattle, the population of the live warble 
maggots will be only a fraction of what it 
was in previous years and the eradication of 
a troublesome and costly pest will have 
begun, since similar Orders operate not only 
in the Free State. but in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. Suitable devious prepara- 
tions for this purpose, officially recommended, 
are polvo, Cooper's warble fly powder and 
paragad, which can be obtained from 
chemists and merchants wh trade in agricul- 
tural requirements. 


Application of Washes 


The washes can be most conveniently ap 
plied with a soft cloth or brush. The cloth 
or brush should be kept well saturated and 
a plentiful supply of the wash applied to each 
warble swelling. The following points should 
receive careful attention :— 

(1) Every warble swelling, both large and 
small. on each animal on the farm 
should be thoroughly wetted with the 
wash, after first removing any crusty 
scales with a brush. 
The wash should be applied liberally, 
particularly in the case of rough- 
coated cattle, but not in such quantity 
that it streams down their sides. : 
To avoid the possibility of overlooking 
warble swellings, those at one side 
of the backbone should be treated first 
and then those at the other side. 

In the case of dairy cows and of other 
cattle which are tied in stalls no difficulty 
will be experienced in connection with the 
applications of the dressing; but with other 
classes of cattle it is realised that the most 
troublesome part of the treatment will 
he the holding of the beasts while the 
dressing is being applied. Where a compara- 
tively large number of animals are to’ be 
dressed it will be found convenient to erect 
a pen into which the cattle can be driven 
for treatment. * A’ simple ‘and satisfactory pen 
can be made by erecting two rows of strong 
uprights and nailing scantlings on the pen 
side of each The pen should not he 
wider than would accommodate one beast at 
the exit end, but may be wider at the other 


row. 


| end, where, if necessary, it could he made in 
| the form of a collecting paddock. 


Gates 
fitted at both ends of the narrow portion will 
confine each beast while the dressing is being 
applied and each beast as dressed can be 
released by opening the outer gate. The 
beasts can be dressed by two persons stand- 
ing, one on each side of the pen-rails. By 
this system the troublesome task of catching 
each beast will be obviated. 


CALF-REARING WITH 
LESS MILK 


ROM numerous calf-rearing experiments 
previously carried out, it has been de- 
monstrated clearly that :— 

(1) Calves can be reared very successfully 
from the age of six or seven weeks on 
separated milk and 


(a) a mixture of equal parts crushed. 


Oats, maize meal and bran; 
(b) raw. crushed oats only 

(2) There is mo necessity to cook the meal 
mixture or the oats, or to make gruels, 
as equally good results are obtained when 
they were fed in the raw, dry state after 
the milk as when they were cooked and 
fed along with the milk. 

For the first four weeks of the calf’s life. 
whole milk should be fed, but after that time 
the whole milk may be replaced gradually 
with separated milk, until, by the time the 
calf is about six weeks old, the milk ration 
consists entirely of separated or skim milk. 
During the transition stage from whole to 
separated milk and afterwards. the deficiency 
in fat resulting from the change to separated 
milk should be made good by giving the calf 
a little meal mixture composed of equal parts 
crushed oats, maize meal and bran, or even 
crushed oats only, in the bucket after the 
feed of milk has been consumed. There is no 
necessity to feed expensive meal mixtures, 
containing a high proportion of protein, if 
adequate supplies of separated milk or butter- 
milk are available. In the separation of milk 
enly the butter-fat is removed, and, accord- 
ingly, the separated milk contains the same 
food constituents as whole milk, except as 
regards the butter-fat, which can be made 


good by feeding starchy foods such as men- 
tioned above. 


Calves on Milk-selling Farms 

Where the whole milk is sold to a 
creamery, ór used for the manufacture of 
butter on the farm, there will usually be 
adequate supplies of separated milk available, 
but where the bulk of the milk is sold in the 
liquid milk market the scarcity of - separated 
milk is a EEA hindrance to the rearin 
of calves by the usually accepted Pers 
and the use of whole milk after the six weeks 
stage would not be an economical proposi- 
tion. Moreover, with the development of the 
pig and poultry industries, there has grown 
up a demand on the farm for sepa milk 
for these classes of stock, and, on some farms 
at least, the discontinuance of calf-rearing is 
being seriously considered, or inquiry is being 
made as to the possibility’ of rearing calves 
with a restricted quantity of milk. 

In an attempt to find an answer to this 
question of rearing with less milk, experi- 
ments were begun in 1934 by the Northern 
Ireland Agricultural Instructors, in which 
calves” in one group were given a 
restricted and ne diminishing 
quantity of separat milk from the age 
of about six or eight weeks onwards. This 
group was one of three in each experiment, 
and in the other two groups the ‘calves re- 
ceived normal quantities of separated milk, 
with different kinds of concentrates im 
addition. 

Calves redred with a restricted supply of 
milk received with the meal supplement a 
proportion of fish meal 


Results Obtained 

_ When the average results are compared it 
is seen that, generally, the calves fed on the 
restricted quantity of geparated milk and 
the meal mixture consisting of crushed oats, 
maize meal, bran and fish meal have thriven 
satisfactorily, even in the case of the tests 
carried out during the winter months. It 
will be observed, however. that the average 
value, at the end of the testa, of the calves 
given the restricted milk ration was not, in

It should be remembered that chickens 
kept indoors require special care. It is essen 
tial to provide ample space, direct sunlight 
and efficient ventilation. Green food must be 
fed regularly and the inclusion in the mash 
of a good grade of codliver oil is necessary. 

Poultry-keepers are reminded that should 
an abnormal number of deathsoccur it is a 
wise proceeding to take immediate steps to 
ascertain the cause. 

The laying flock should be gone through 
carefully now and all birds not in produc- 
tion, and those which will not be reouired 
for breeding purposes next year, culled out 
for disposal. The birds which are to he dis- 
carded should be penned ap and given a 


daily wet mash for about a fortnight before 
being sold 


Turkey Rearing 

Turkey hens should be well fed now to 
encourage egg production. To avoid difficulty 
In locating nests and to prevent eggs being 
lost, nests should be provided in hedges or 
_banks, where some natura! cover is present. 
A couple of large boxes, laid on their sides 
and having the entrances well hidden by 
brushwood or whins arranged so that turkeys 
can occupy them without being seen, will 
serve the purpose. 

If measures, similar to those used in break- 
ing broodiness in ordinary hens, are adopted 
as soon as each turkey hen shows the first 
sign of broodiness, nearly twice the 
number of chicks can be obtained from a 
given number of hens than would be the case 
if the hens are allowed to sit when they first 
go broody. Good feeding during the broody 
period and afterwards will bring a turkey hen 
on to lay again in a couple of weeks. The 
hen should be mated again prior to the start 
of laying a second clutch of eggs. The eggs of 
a second clutch are obviously of little advan- 
tage if not laid reasonably early in the sea- 
son, so that if a turkey does not complete 
the laying of the first clutch of eggs until 
comparatively late, it is inadvisable to 
practise this system. 

Ducks.—Hatching of ducks for winter egg 
production should be carried out now. Duck 
eggs can be hatched satisfactorily in an in- 
eubator but more moisture is requited than 
for hen eggs. The Khaki-Campbell ‘and the 
Indian Runner breeds are the most suitable 
for egg production purposes. Eggs from 
breeds such as the Aylesbury and Pekin, or 
a cross between these breeds, should also be 
hatched now, if available, for the production 
of ducklings for table use. The production 
of table ducklings is a side line which is well 
worth consideration.

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DANISH-ENGLISH TRADE 
AGREEMENT

WHAT IT MEANS 


N view -of its resemblance to the Coal- 
| Cattle Pact between Great Britain and 

the Irish Free State something about the 
trade’ agreement between Great Britain and 
Denmark as described -in Market Supply 
Committee Notes may be of interest.

Justice, who is hearing the case, anhounced. 


that the accused youth could remain seated, 
as the doctur’s report showed that he was 
still suffering from stiffness of the lower 
limbs | 

The police had taken the same measures 
as on the ery hearing. to prevent the 
crowding of the courtroom, but large num- 
bers occupied the public gallery. Ball wore 
the clothes he was wearing tefore—a’‘ dark 
blue overcoat and a check scarf. During a 
considerable part of the hearing he rested his 
head on his hand. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chieí 
State Solicitor) 1s conducting the State case, 
and Mr. Sean Hooper (instructed by Messrs.

The first witness yesterday was Lily Kelly, 
Mrs. Ball’s maid, who had given evidence 
on the previous day.

FINDING OF CAR 


The next witness was Sergeant John Ryan, 
Shankill, who said that on Tuesday morn- 
ing, February 18, he and Guard Smith went 
to Corbawn lane, where they saw an Austin 
Seven saloon motor car. It was jammed 
between the barrier across the road and the 
right roadside bank. The iron pillar of the 
barrier was pressed against the left door cf 
the car. The right door of the car was 
fully open and the glass panel of the door 
was partly open. The sunshine roof of the 
car also was fully open, while the left door 
and its glass pane! were closed. The car 
could not be moved from its position with- 
out considerable force being used. Witness, 
on looking inside, saw a bloodstained towel 
lving on the right hand corner in the back 
seat, which was also stained by what ap- 
peared to be blood. There also was a piece 
of blotting paper which appeared to be 
saturated with blood. There was a rtion 
of wet mud or soil on the floor of the car, 
some of it being on the threshold of the 
driver's door and some on the running board. 
The cushion of the left front seat was slightly 
out of position, so that the toolbox was 
visible. During his inspection of the car it 
was raining. and in closing the roof of the 
car he saw on the left back wheel of the car 
a stain which looked to be blood on the 
outside of the tube valve. There was 1 
similar stain on the tyre and another one 
beneath it on the ground. There was a 
stain on the driving wheel, which would 
suggest that a soiled garment had been 
drawn across it. “There were tyre-marks up 
the road from the barrier for about a dis- 
tance of ten yards. The right wheels were 
on the incline of the bank.

When he had finished 
with the hatchet he threw it into an empty 
tea chest which was on top of another box. 

The witness was handed a hatchet, and i e 
said that it was similar to the one he had 
used. 

Continuing, he said that after chopping 
the sticks he washed the concrete path, and 
while he was doing so he accidentally 
knocked down some turf that was stacked 
beside the tea chest. Some fell into the tea 
chest, and those that fell on the floor he 
put in the chest also. The turf almost 
covered the hatchet which had been placed 
in the tea chest. The handle of the hatchet 
was protruding upwards. While he was 
working in the yard after he had upset and 
replaced the turf young Ball came out of 
the house, walked down the garden and 
back again, passing the witness at about 
three or four yards distance. He did not 
speak and returned to the house. Then 
Mrs. Ball came out and spoke to witness for 
about six or seven minutes. She appeared 
to be the same as usual. It was 6 o'clock 
then, and the witness left the house, Mrs. 
Ball entering by the kitchen door. The maid 
was in the house as witness left. Since that 
Monday he had placed the boxes and the 


hatchet in the position they were in when 
he had left the house. 


A HATCHET 


Guard Patrick Murphy said that on 
Wednesday, February 19, he went to 23 Bt. 


Helen’s road, and searched the outhouses, 
yard and garden. On a flower bed in the 
gurden and on the concrete path he saw what 
appeared to be blood stains. Near a lean-to 
shed, built against a wall in the garden, he 
saw a quantity of turf and a large wooden 
box. The latter was resting on the floor of 
the shed, and contained old bags of slack 
and turf. On top of the box was a tea chest. 
Resting on the turf in the bottom box 
and under the tea chest he saw the hatchet 
(produced). On examining the hatchet he 
saw what he thought were blood stains on 
the blade. He placed it in its original posi- 
tion. 

Chief Superintendent O'Reilly, Bray, said 
that on Wednesday, February 19, he went 
with Chief Superintendent Brennan to 23 St. 
Helen’s road, arriving there about 12.20 p.m. 
He entered the sittingroom where Edward 
Ball was. He had known Mrs. Ball prior to 
February 17, and had met her son on one 
occasion about two and a half years 
previously. After shaking hands with ‘the 
accused youth, witness said that he had 
known his mother and sympathised with him 
on her disappearance. He then said that he 
was the police officer in charge of the area in 
which the car had been found. The police 
were anxious to cleat up her disappearance, 
and, therefore, wanted to know all they could 
abcut her movements on the previous day. 
Witness then asked the accused youth if he 
had any objection to telling hi all that he 
knew, and Ball replied that he had none. 
Witness then said that it would be necessary 
to caution him, and told him that he need 
not say anything. Ball asked him “ What 
does that mean?’’ and witness explained to 
him more fully. 

Continuing, Superintendent O'Reilly said 
that he asked Ball if he was aware that 
certain bloodstained articles had been found 
in his bedroom, and Ball then made a state- 
ment. After he had signed the statement 
Ball asked witness could he see a friend and 
if witness could bring him for a drive. Wit- 
ness said that he thought it could be 
arranged. Witness left, and returned about 
4 p.m. on the same day. He brought the 
detendant by car to Lombard street to see a 
friend of. his there. The friend was out, but 
was expected back before 6 o'clock, and in 
the meantime the defendant and witness had 
a cup of tea at Bewley's restaurant. While 
they were having tea he said to the defend- 
ant that he was anxious to have an explana- 
tion concerning the blood stains. The de- 
fendant said that he would like to see a

A LETTER 


On Friday, February 14, on returning to 
the house for lunch I found a letter from 
my mother on the hall table. The waid, who 
was a daily maid, pointed it out to me. The 
letter, which I left in my hedroom, stated 
that my mother would stay that night 
(Friday night) with Mrs. Allen (Mrs. Julia 
Alien, “ Avalon.” Stillorgan) if I intended 
staying at 23 St. Helen’s road. At dinner 
that night my mother was very upset and 
depressed. She did not want me to stay with 
her. She wanted me either to stay with my 
father or to take rooms in town. I told her 
that my father would not have me and that 
I could not afford rooms. I gave her two 
glasses of sherry that night, which braced 
her up quite a lot, and nothing more was 
said that night. We stayed in that night. 

Saturday and Sunday were quite normal 
We were out most of both days. She was 
at, a cocktail party on Saturday, and I was 
watching a motor cycle trial at Rathfarnham 
She was out that night and so was I. I was 
net back until the early hours of Sunday 
morning. On Sunday I played golf all day, 
and mother was with Miss Cassin, St. 
Joseph's, Marlborough road. 

On Monday, February 17, mv mother sent 
me into town in the morning to go to the 
Sweepstake offices, where I ge: some receipts 
and handed in some counterfoils. This was 
at the O'Connell street branch, and # was 
Miss Bessie Fleming that I saw there. I 
had lunch at 23 St. Helen’s road with my 
mother, and I went hack into town about 
2.30 p.m. Mother said that she was going 
into town at 3 p.m. 


“WISHED SHE WAS DEAD”

She had a slight row with the maid and 
had given the maid notice. The maid told 
me that she had given notice, too. During 
supper she was talking about her life being 
a failure; that her marriage was not a suc- 
cess, although she tried to make it so; that | 
she had done all she could to help my 
brother John, and that he has not been a 
success. John is in Liverpool studying at 
Liverpool University to be a _ veterinary 
surgeon. [ think he is thirty-oue years of 
age or so. She then said that she had done 
everything for me, and that she was afraid I 
also would be a failure She said that life 
was hopeless and that she wished she were 
dead. I tried to calm her down and sym- 
pathise with her. This seemed to have some 
temporary good effect. 


“BLOOD STREAMING FROM 
NECK” 


After we had finished our meal I was 
about to clear the table and move a plate 
into the kitchen when she got up to go 
up stairs, and she said to me: ' Tim I want 
you to promise me something ; I want you 
to promise me that you will do all you can 
to prevent peonle thinking I am a coward."’ 

She was extremely distraught when she 
said this and was weeping copiously. I did 
not take very much notice of this, as 1 did 
not think she meant it. I cleared the table 
away and waited for her to come down. I 
did not wash up. I should mention that I 
broke a cup at supper, winch annoyed her 
very much. About twenty minutes or half 
an hour after she went up I went up stairs 
to see whv she was not coming down. It 
was probably about 7 p.m. then. I went to 
her bedroom door, which was shut. I 
knocked. ‘There was no reply, and I opened 
the door. ‘The light was on in the room, 
and I was horrified to see my mother lying 
on her bed with blood streaming from her 
neck. I went over to her and saw a razor 
blade, a double-edged Gillette blade of the 
new pattern, beside her right hand on the 
bed. Her head was on the pillow, with the 
top of the head nearly touching the head of 
the bed. She was lying on her back. The 
right hand was out fiat near the edge of the 
bed. and the blade practically touching the 
hand on the outside of i? der left hand and 
arm were more or less in line with the body. 
The b were partly. over her body, 
covering her about to the waist on the left 
side and about to the knee on the right. I 
felt her breast over the heart and felt no 
sicn of life. There was blood all over the 
pillow-case, and sheets. I was aghast and 
did: not know what te do. I kept thinking 
of her last words to me. 


“SUICIDE” 


My. first impúise was to call for help, but 
then 1 waa frantic to hide the fact that my 
mother had committed suicide. [ then 
worked like 4 machine ver rapidly. Not 
bein* able to hide her in the small house, 
I decided to put her in the car. I took her 


canderneath the arms and pulled her out of 


bed, at which she fell on the floor and a 
lot of blood spilled. I saw her neck was 
cut on the right side. There seemed to be 
more than one cut. She also had a cut on 
the right cheek. 1 then gripped a nearby 
towel, with whith I tried to stop the blool 
flowing from the neck. - I then lifted my 
mother up by putting her arms across her 
shoulders lifting her legs with my hands. 
Her head and upper part of her body were 
then resting on my shoulder. She had a 
black coatee on her, which I pulled off be- 
fore I lifted her up. I carried her down- 
stairs and along through the kitchen into

REMOVED BLOODSTAINS 


**T then came back to the car, and, know- 
ing I could not reverse, I left the door open 
and the sunshine roof. This was to get the 
smell of blood out of the car. Then I walked 
to the main road. It was drenching rain. I! 
hailed a passing motorist, who gave me a lift 
to Ailesbury road. The motorist dropped me 
at, the corner of Ailesbury road and Shrews- 
bury road. I don’t know what time it was 
then, but it was probably about 1.50 a.m. 
The motorist who gave me a lift was driving 
an old saloon four-seater—a big car, probably 
brown. He was a middle-aged man, medium 
size. I would not know him again if I saw 
him. He was accompanied by a woman, who, 
I gathered from their conversation, was his 
wife. She had a black hat, and beyond that 
I cannot describe her. She was fairly thin. 
The car went on down Shrewsbury road after 
dropping me. I walked home straight. I 
had shut the garage doors when I left. I got 
into the house by the kitchen door. I then 
set to work frantically to clean up. I removed 
blood-stains from the kitchen and the garage 
with a cloth and hot water and a basin. I 
then tried to wash out the cloth in the sink. 
I then brought the cloth and a tablecloth 
upstairs, and wiped up things there as best 
I could. I used a tablecloth, as I did not 
want to use all the kitchen cloths. I tried 
to remove the stain in the black carpet in the 
bedroom with hot water. I turned on the 


I removed 


also towels, pillow-ease, coatee, and anything 
else with blood on it. 


BLOCKED DRAIN OF SINK 


I put them into a suit case, a Revelation 
case. Í also put into the case the shirt I 
had taken off after carrying my mother down 
to the car. I then removed the pillow and a 
mat, and put them in my, bedroom for the 
night. I put clean sheets.on my mother’s 
bed and a clean pillow, which I got from my 
own bed. Then I put off the light and locked 
my mother’s room. While emptying basins at 
the scullery sink I threw some clots of blood 
out into the garden. I threw them out 
through the window. They were blocking 
the drain of the sink. I cleaned out the basin 
then. The clots of blood which 1 threw out 
of the window came from my mother’s room. 
Í tried to clean up any clothes I had used. 
I’ then undressed and went to bed 
for about two hours or less, but did 
not sleep. I got up then, I believe, 
about 6.30 a.m., and packed up the 
suitcase already mentioned. It contained 
two sheets, a blanket, a shirt, my mother's 
coatee, a tablecloth and, I should think. a 
towel. I think that was the lot. I then 
placed the mats which I had brought into 
my room in a trunk in the attic. I also put 
the pillow up there. I left two wet cloths 
to dry in my room. I then tried to clean up 
the marks on the stairs. I then went back 
to bed. I brought an electric kettle with me 
to use for tea or shaving, but the maid came 
in before I used it. She came in about 8.45 
a.m. I got up and had breakfast about 9 
a.m. or later. I forgot to mention that I 
had been into mother’s room and put on 
the electric fire before the maid came in, and 
had left it on, with the door locked. The 
maid tried the door when she came in, and 


found it locked. 


BREAKFAST AND BOOKS 


Then I had breakfast and went out, bring- 
ing the suitcase with me. I left the suitcase 
at Hamilton Long’s, Grafton street, and 
went up to the Canadian Life Insurance 
Office, where I saw Mr. Grant. Then I walked 
up Grafton street, and had lunch at Roberts 
by wvself. Then I walked down to the 
Trish Times Office to leave in an advertise- 
ment for the maid, who had applied for a 
new job. Then I went to Clery’s and bought 
some stuff to get the stain out of the 
carpets. I cannot remember the name of the 
stuff. Then I bought some socks at a shop 
in O'Connell street. and went to the Gate 
Theatre to find ont about rehearsals. I spoke 
to the man at the box office, Seagan. Then 
I went to the Sweep Offices in O'Connell 
street, where I got receipts from Miss Bessie 
Fleming. Then I went to Hamilton Long's 
to get my case, and brought it along to 125 
Lower Baggot street to the flat of another 
man, called Cyril Fagan, but he was out. 
I then went to my old flat at 1 Upper Mount 
street, where my landlady, Mrs. Taaffe, told 
me that a detective had called round looking 
for me. I then walled along towards my 
father’s house. calling at Haddington Road 
Chapel for five or ten minutes. Then I went 
to my father’s house. where I saw him for 
five or ten minutes. He was rather in a fuss, 
as he had just been called on by detectives. 
His secretary and Mrs. Mossop, my aunt, 
ES with him, and I could not speak to him 
aione. 


RANG UP SERGEANT 


I then went along to St. Helen’s road, ard 
as there were my Bolles: in the house, I 
went down te Booterstown Post Office and 
rang up Sergeant Heaney, Cabinteely, whom 
I know. He was not in, and I left a message 
for him asking him to come round to see 
me when he returned, as I thought he might 
be the detective who was looking for me. 
When I left my mother in the sea she was

SLIGO MORTGAGE SUIT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.)

PROTESTS AT MEETING 
OF CONSERVATORS 


-“ 


A resolution protesting against assertions 
made against, water bailiffs by the Fishery 
Commission in their recent report was passed 
unanimously at the meeting of the Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries yesterday. 

The Head Water Bailiff (Mr. M. Mac- 
Namara). in his report, said that bailiffs had 
been described by the Commission as being 
ineffective, worthless, of a poor type, and it 
was alleged that they had been known to ac- 
cept bribes. He himself had been a water 
bailiff for a number of years, and he chal- 
lenged the Commission to prove any case 
where any of the remarks could have applied 
to him. The allegation was a serious. one, 
and the Commission went on to state that 
the bailiffs were the active associates of 
poachers, that they were in collusion with 
wrong-doers, and that they could not enjoy 
the public confidence. 

Mr. H. DPD. Pack-Beresford, who presided, 
said that the Dublin Board had always found 
its bailiffs very satisfactory. 

Mr. F. H. ffrench-Davis described the re- 
marks of the Commission in this respect as 
verv sweeping. and as absolute nonsense. 

The Clerk (Mr. B. J. Newcombe) said that 
from his experience the only people among 
whom the bailiffs had an odious significance 
were the poachers and law-breakers. 

Similar protests to that of Mr. MacNamara 
were made from other water bailiffs und@ 
the Dublin Board’s jurisdiction, and on the 
motion of the Chairman a resolution was 
passed taking excention to the “slanderous 
assertions’ of the Commission in this respect. 
The resolution added that the Board had the 
utmost confidence in its bailiffs, who were 
not jn any way connected with the class men- 
tioned in the report. 

Referring to the number of unclean trout 


and salmon that were being sent into Dublin 
from various fisheries throughout the country, 
the Clerk said that if some check was not 
put on this traffic it would seriously imjure 
the Dublin market. Since the previous meet- 
ing unclean fish had been received from on@ 
district in Northern Ireland, and from Wex- 
ford, Waterford, Cork, Galway, Limerick and 
Killarney. He was instructed to write to 
the Boards in question, and to urge that 
prosecutions should he instituted. 

The Head Water Bailiff reported that the 
Islandbridge fishermen had done remarkably 
well during the month; sn one day alone over 
fifty salmon were caught.

NO FEAR OF ‘PLANES 

Since the Abyssinians overcame their 
initial fears. they have succeeded in a remark- 
able manner in counterifig the air raids, 
and neither the military forces nor the 
civilian population are unprepared nowadays 
when the sighting of the heavy war ‘planes 
is notified by bugle calls. On the civilian 
side, almost every person has a special shelter 
picked out, and will dash straight to it 
immediately the warning is given. I have of 
late seen them stand at the entrance to their 
caves, and actually watch without a trace 
of emotion, the bombers do their work close 
by. Similar negativing measures have been 
adopted by the army, the troops now being 
adept in taking cover. 
To appreciate the significance of the 
approaching rainy season, already heralded 
by low-lying clouds that render the work of 
the Italian airmen somewhat dangerous, it 
is necessary to try to imagine such torrential 
falls as would suffice to turn the most 
hardened, barren country into a great mire 
in the course of a few hours. The little 
rains are not considered bad by comparison, 
yet they have rendered long sireiches ol 
rough roadway quite impassable in an hour. 
The most mobile force m the world, armed 
in the heavy modern style of the Italians, 
could not hope to move for several months 
under such conditions, and, most important 
of all from the Abyssinian viewpoint, the 
aerial arm will be reduced to ineffectiveness 
owing to the absence of suitable runways for 
the weighty aircraft. 

The advantage to the Ethiopians lies 
mainly in the AB they will then enjoy 
to move in large masses and get to close 
quarters, where they prove deadly. And all 
the Abyssinians ask for is the opportunity 
to meet their foe on equal terms and prove 
their superior fighting qualities. There is 
every reason to be doubtful that the Italians 
will manage to hold the ground they have 
gained and sustain their communication and 
supply lines. 


A MILLION MEN 


With over a million men under seven chiefs 
in the North—a million men fully disciplined 
ahd co-ordinated, with camouflaged arm sup- 
ma continually ag through to Dessie 
yy a route that is beyond Italian intervention, 
with no lack of ammunition, with three extra 
armies in the South, and with a large source 
of man-power still untapped—they are quite 
equal to the Italian thrust at any time, but 
refer to conserve their strength until nature 
fends them her aid. The rains will doubtless 
retard the mobility of the native armies to 
some extent, but they can still march for 
days without showing signs of fatigue, and 
can carry a week's supplies with them. 
Whatever the outcome of operations durin 
the rainy season, the Abyssinians are confi- 
dent that Mussolini's effort will get no 
further than did the Italian invasion of forty 
years ago. They know the Italians can come 
up to Addis if they wish, but it will make 
no difference—the conflict will be won and 
lost in the North. They know,too, that the 
French, who are better soldiers, have spent 
a long time in Morocco, and they have not 
done their work yet. ut they appreciate 
the need for ‘planes, and I think they will 
get them in time. 

The question is whether by that time 
Museolini’s enthusiasm for conquest will have 
cooled off sufficiently to cause a withdrawal, 
or whether he will have been forced by his 
people at home to make an end of it? 
Comparatively few of the Italian wounded 
are being sent home, and only fragmentary in- 
formation is being allowed through in regard 
to actual losses. From the military point of 
view there has been no real test of strength 
yet, and Abyssinia’s tactics are daily becom- 
ing a greater menace to Italy’s efforts, só 
that the hour of trial for the invader is near 
at hand.

ESERVED =r gs was delivered in an 
R appeal which had come before the 
Court by way of a case stated on 
behalf of A. G. Birch, Inspector of Taxes, 
from a decision of.Circuit Court Judge Davitt, 
that speculative builders are not on!y not liable 
to assessment to income tax on the capitalised 
value of profit rents created by them, but 
are not liable to assessment in respect of 
the fines taken by them on the sale of houses 
where such sales are carried out by way ci 
lease or sub-lease. 

The respondent, Denis Delaney, of Delcul. 
Rallymun road, Dublin, had appealed to the 
Commissioners for the Special Purposes of the 
Income Tax Acts from the assessment of 
the Inspector of Taxes on the profit rents 
which he received. The appeal was dismissed. 


and Mr. Delaney then appealed to the Circuit 
Court. 


NEW BUILDINGS 


Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
jes said that this was a case stated 
yy the Circuit Judge of Dublin upon the 
hearing of an appeal by the respondent, Denis 
Delaney, agaist a determination of the 
Special Commissioners of Income Tax assess- 


ing him to income tax under Schedule TI) in’ 


respect of the profits of his trade as a builder 
during the years 1929-30, 1930-31, 1931-32. 
1932-33. The material facts were that the 
respondent commenced trading operations as 
a speculative builder in November, 1929. 
He acquired a plot of ground at Sion Hill, 
Drumcondra,. for S00 years, subject to a 
ground rent of £15 4s. per annum. On that 
niot he built two houses. and sold them 
for £920 each, subject to apportioned parts 
of the ground rent, thus disposing of the 
whole of his interest under the lease. No 
profit ground rent was created by the 
respondent m this action. The net profits 
realised by the sale of these two houses were 
taken into account im his assessment to 
mcome tax im respect of his trade as a 
builder, and the respondent admitted that 
such profits were properly taken into account, 
In November, 1930, he acquired a second 
plot of land at Grace Park road, Drum- 
condra, for a term of five hundred years, 
subject to a ground rent of £26 8s., and on 
this plot he built four houses which he sold 
between August and November, 1931. 


FINES AND RENT 

The sale of each of tiese four houses was 
effected bv a sub-demise for a term of 450 
subprect to a ground rent of £9 per 
, the respondent receiving in each case 
by wav of a fine a sum of £1,000. For the 
purpose of his assessment to income tax the 
amounts of the fines were treated as receipts, 


nud 


and to them was added a further sum repre- 
senting the capital value of the amount by 
which the ground rent receivable by him ex- 
ceeded the ground rent payable by him, 
The respondent, in October, 1951, acquired a 
third plot of land at Ballymun road, Dublin. 
for a term of 500 vears, subject to a ground 
rent of £70, the respondent covenanting, to 
build 21 houses on the land. Up to the S$lst 
of March, 1932, the date up to which the 
accounts were made upon which the assess 
ments were taxed, the respondent had 
erected on this plot three houses and sold 
Them. The sales were effected by sub 
demises 1 terms from 450 to 495 
vears, subject to ground rents of £19, the 
resp ‘ceiving. by way of fine, sums 
of £1,050, £1,050 and £1.070. On these facts 
the Circuit Judge was asked to deterneste the 
question whether the Spec ial (ommpssioners 
were right in treating as part of the 
respondent's trading receipts as a builder (1)

INCOME FROM LETTING 


Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Circuit 
oe 


" acguired land on which 
he built houses, and then let. the land with 
the houses ow it, thereby earning a profit. 
I haye no doubt that in doing so he was 
carrying on a trade or business, Lut the ques- 
tion remains whether the fines and ground 
rents he received on the lettings come with- 
in the description of income derived from 
the enjoyment or possession by himself or 
from letting his property to tenants. 1 
think that the answer to that question rust 
be that the income in question was derived 
from letting the property to tenants. It 
follows that, in my opinion, the decision of 
the Circuit Judge was right, and the ques. 
tion raised in the» case stated must b> 
answered in the affirmative. 


A PROFIT RENT 


Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
mm said that. in respect oí those 
ouses which the respondent had disposed of 
by an out-and-out assignment at a definite 


price, no question arose. The difficulty was: 


that in respect of four houses disposed of n 
him between August and November, 1931, 
and in respect of three other houses disposed 
of by him before the end of the tax year 
1931-"32, he had adopted the method of dis- 
posing of them by sub-demises for periods of 
from 450 to 495 years, carved out of his 500 
years, on payment of a fine of a sum varying 
from £1,000 to £1,070, and subject to indivi. 
dual ground rents on the respective houses 
sufficient in the aggregate to leave him a 
profit rent. The Revenue Commissioners 
claimed that these fines and the capitalised 
value of the profit rent must be brought in by 
the respoudent as representing receipts in the 
course of his trade, and must be taken into 
calculation in assessing his annual profits 
and gains under Schedule D. The respondent 
contended that it was immaterial whether he 
carried on a trade of disposing of the houses 
in this manner or not; that he was taxable 
only under Schedule A in respect of the 
ownership of the interest in the land whic 
remained in him under the lease. The 
Revenue Commissioners and the respondent 
were far apart in their contentions. 


“FALLACY ” 


The Revenne Commissioners said that 
these fines and profit, rents were the profits 
of a commercial enterprise, while the respon- 
dent said that, whether they are or not, they 
are, so far as tax is concerned, the result 
of land-owning, which must be taxed only 
under Schedule A The fallacy in this con- 
tention of the respondent was exposed by 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne during the course of 
the argument. when he pointed out that the 
liability to Schedule A tax in respect of a 
particular hereditament arose only after the 
sub-demise had been executed, and that the 
profit of the trade had been made at that 
moment by the execution of, and completion 
of, the terms of the sub-demise. The argu- 
ment of the respondent’s counsel was based 
mainly on the status of the property after 
the execution of the lease, whereas in truth 
and in fact the trade profit haa been made 
contemporaneously with the execution of the 
lease, and as such, being the result. of the 


| course of business of the respondent, should 


be brought into account for tax. It was 
no answer to say that it was not a sale, but 
a letting. These words did not occur in 
the Schedule. The words were “ profits 
or gains’ from any trade, and these covered 
the profits or gains in any form. 


MAKING GAINS 


Faving discussed the various cases cited 
in the course of the argument, Mr. Justice 
Hanna said that here the Court was dealing 
wth the actual trade of a speculative builder 
making gains, and not with a case of the

Schedule D, the respondent would, in effect, 
be doubly taxed in respect of his ownership 
of the land, The respondent acquired the 
land for the purpose of carrying on his busi- 
ness thereon—such business being clearly not 
merely that of an owner of land—and he 
could see no reason in principle why. the re- 
spondent should be less liable to assessment 
under Schedule D, in respect of the profits of 
that business, than he would be in respect of. 
say, a grocery business if he had decided to 
carry on such a business upon the property. 
The tax which was sought to be imposed in 
this case under Schedule D was not in re- 
spect of the property in the lands, but in 
respect of the profits ot gains accruing to the 
respondent from the business or trade of a 
speculative builder, which the respondent un- 
doubtedly carried on. 

In his opinion such profits or gains were 
clearly assessable under Schedule D. 

The Court, accordingly, directed that the 
case should be sent back to the Circuit Judge 
with his question answered in the negative. 


Mr. McCann, K.C., and Mr. Geraghty (in- 


structed by Mr. B. Collins), appeared for the 


appellant; and Mr FitzGibbon, K.C., and 
Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. Shannon 
and Co.), for the respondents. 

Mr. FitzGibbon asked would the Court give 
him liberty to appeal, if such liberty was 
necessary. 

The Court. intimated that if Mr. FitzGibbon 
found that it was necessarv to have an order 
giving him leave to appeal he could come and 
ask for it, 

Mr. FitrGibbon said that personally he was 
satisfied that no such order was necessary, 
but that he mentioned the matter in case the 
other side thought it was necessary.

to repression, and therefore can be excused ; 
that the woman who gives her in return 
for dinners, theatres and motor drives from 
her male pursuer, is, somehow, ona higher 
level than the street prostitute: Excuses, 
palliations are ingeniously supplied, but no 
amount of camouflage can really disguise the 
ugly fact from those whose eyes are clear 
enough to see. The danger lies, in the truth 
that our sight is dimming in ‘this respect, 
and that our younger ple, growing up 
amid all this, will see less and . less.

ESERVED judgment was delivered 
R unanimously dismisisng the petition of 
AA Mrs. Althea P. Deane, of St. Mary's, 
T'andon, and Mrs. Marjorie Wingad (formerly 
Deane), of * Lindum,” North Camp road, 
Halton, Buc®s., the legal personal represen- 
tatives of John B. Deane, who died on 2nd 
April, 1931, in relation to an i ME “dh 
efiected by the late Mr. John Barry Deane, 
solicitor, of St. Mary's, Bandon, County 
Cork, on his own life for £500 with the 
Scottish Amicable Life Assurance Society. 

The petitioners sought declarations that the 
saccade of the policy are not chargeable with 
estate duty m the Free State as assets im 
the Free State of the late John B. Deane, 
and that they are entitled to repayment of 
£68 4s. 

The petition set out that the proceeds of 
the poli¢y, amounting to £539 15s, 6d., were 
paid by the Assurance Society to the peti- 
tioners, as executors of the will of John B. 
Deane, who had been domiciled in the Free 
State. British estate duty, amounting to £21 
lls. 9d., was assessed on the proceeds and 
paid by the petitioners. Duty amounting to 
£21 lis. 9d. had been paid on the proceeds 
under protest to the Fret State Revenue 
Commissioners. The latter refused to make 
an allowance for British estate duty paid in 
respect of the policy proceeds, and confined 
the allowance in respect of the other British 
assets to ó instead of 4 per cent. The 
difference between the amount so allowed and 
the amount claimed by the petitioners was 
£68 4s. 

The petitioners submitted that the decision 
of the Pree State Revenue Commissioners was 
erroneous, and that they were entitled to 
the allowance on the grounds that the locality 
of the assets was determined by the situation 
of the registered head office of the insurance 
society in Glasgow: that the proceeds of the 
policy were pavable at the society’s head 
office, and not im the Free State, and were 
payable out of the society 's funds in Glasgow. 


COMMISSIONERS’ CLAIM 


The Revenve Commissioners, in their 
answer to the petition, submitted that they 
were entitled to maintain their claim, on 
the grounds that the society’s business in the 
Free State had been normally conducted 
through an office in Dublin, with a local 
board of directors, and that all business con- 
nected with the policy, including the receipt 
of premiums, had been carried out through 
the Dublin office, and that the contract of 
Insurance was made in the Free State. Thev 
claimed that, at the date of the death of 
the insured person, the policy and proceeds 
were properly situate in the Free State; that 
the estate duty on the proceeds was properly 
paid to them, and that, as the property was 
not properly situate im Great Britain, no 
allowance fell to be made from the duty 
paid in the Free State for any duty that 
might have been paid in Great Britain in 
respect of the proceeds. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judgment, said 
that the policy in this case was under seal, 
and, according to English law, the locality 
of a specialtv debt was the place where the 
specialty was found at the time of the 
creditor's death The policy was in the 
testator's possession in the Irish Free State 
‘at the time of his death, and the specialty 
debt due thereon would be located in the 
Irish Free State; but counsel for the peti- 
tioners contended that. for the purposes of 
assessment to estate dutv. a specialty debt 
was located where the debtor resided as if 
it were a simple contract debt. Mr. McCann, 
for the Revenue Commissioners. on the other 
hand, said that Section 29 of the Revenue 


(SEFORE 
dUSTI 
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Act, 1862, was a charging section imposing 4 
liability to duty on a subject matter which 
would otherwise be exempt—i.e., a debt due 
from a person in the United Kingdom on 4 
specialty which is outside the United King- 
dom at the time of the creditor's death; 
and that Section 8 of the Finance Act, 1894, 
was a section regulating procedure, by which 
the existing law and practice relating to 
death duties was made applicable to estate 
duty for the purpose only of “collection, 
recov and payment,” and not for the pur- 
pose sé prank. me 


A DIFFERENT MATTER 

He thought Mr. McCann was right. “The 
imposition of a duty was one thing. The 
collection and recovery of a duty otherwise 
imposed was quite a different matter. He 
was of opinion that Section 8 did not apply 
the then existing law as to death duties for 
the purpose of imposing a liability to estate 
duty. It followed that, in his opimion, that 
section did not apply the provisions of Section 
39 of the Revenue Act, 1862, so as to render 
liable to estate duty in England the debt 
due on the policy of assurance in the present 
case. If that be so, then the policy was in 
the Free State at the time of Mr. Deane s 
death; the debt due on the policy was pro- 
perty which was not situate in Great Britain 
according to the laws in force in England on 
6th December, 1922. and estate duty was not 
ayable in Great Britain on that property. 
The Free State Revenue Commissioners, were, 
therefore, right in refusing to make any 
allowance .in respect of the British estate 
duty paid by the petitioners. It followed 
that the petitioners were not entitled to the 
relief claimed in this matter and that the 
petition should be dismissed, 


NOT PAYABLE IN ENGLAND 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that the net ques- 
tion was whether the Revenue Commissioners 
of Saorstat Eireann were right in claiming 
that the proceeds of a policy effected by the 
late Mr. Deane with the Scottish Amncable 
Assurance Society should be included im 
Account No. 1 as being personal property 
situated in Saorstat Eireann, and that accord. 
ingly estate duty was not payable thereon in 
England. The nature of the obligation in 
this case helped considerably in the solution 
of the question, because it was a specialty 
duty nies the seal of the lasurance Com- 
many, and at the time of the death of Mr. 
Jeane was, in fact, situated in Saorstat 
Eireann. To determine whether the duty 
was payable in Great Britain the Court must 
apply English law. For the purpose of 
estate duty the law was quit. clear that the 
locality of the specialty duty was the place 
where the instrument happened to be at the 
death of the creditor. On his view of the 
construction of the sections, supported by 
the authorities which he mentioned. he had 
come to the conclusion that the petitioners 
could not claim in aid of their contention 
the provisions of Section 39 of the Act of 
1862, inasmuch as Section 8 (1) of the Act 
of 1894 only carries forward the matters of 
procedure referred to, and covered by the 
words ‘‘collection, recovery. and repay- 
ment.” Accordingly, he was of opinion that 
no «duty was payable in England in respect 
of the proceeds of the policy, and that the 
Revenue Commissioners were right in their 
claim that these proceeds should be included 
in account No. 1 as being property of the 
deceased in Ireland in respect of which ro 
relief from. double taxation could be claimed. 


PROCEEDS HERE 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his judgment, said 
that the question was whether the Revenue 
Commissioners were, or ought to have been, 
satisfied that estate dutv was legally payable 
in Great Britain on the proceeds of the 
policy. This depended upon where sach pro- 
ceeds were deemed to have been situated at 
the time of the death of John Barry Deane. 
The question was to he determined according 
to the laws in force in England and Ireland 
on 6th December, 1922. . The proceeds of the 
policy constituted a deht due upon a 
specialty, and the specialty was in_ this 
country at the date of the death. In these 
circumstances, accord'ng to the laws in force 
in England and Ireland on 6th December, 
1922. the proceeds of the policy were deemed 
to have been situated in this country, and

(fresh or preserved) will, as from Ist April, 
be 2s. Gd. per great hundred for extra 
selected and selected, and 2s. per great 
hundred for medium and duck. The rate for 
eggs not in shell (frozen liquid eggs, or 
frozen liquid whites or yolks) will be 17s. 6d, 
per cwt. In regard to dead poultry, the 
rate for turkeys remains at 3d. per lb., while 
that for other poultry is increased from bid. 
to 4d. 

A bounty equivalent to the full British 
import duty will be payable in respect of hve 
oultry.

Thereafter, he suggests, the British 
Government should take the lead in the 
promotion of pourparlers with a view to 
the conclusion of a twenty-five years’ pact 
of non-aggression between Germany, on 
thé one hand,. and France and Belgium, 
on the other, with Britain and Italy once 
more as guarautors, and Holland, if she 
should so desire, as a fourth contracting 
party. In addition to this pact, Herr 
Hitler proposes that there should be a 
comprehensive Air Pact, and that after the 
new treaties have. been signed both 
Germany and France should ratify them 
by means of national plebiscites. As a 
corollary to these suggestions, Herr Hitler 
makes what, in our view, is probably the 
most important proposal of all. He urges 
that the French and German Governments 
ought to pledge themselves in future to 
see that their educational authotities do 
nothing to inflame the minds of the 
children against their neighbours. Here 
is a really constructive idea, which deserves 
unstinted applause. 

As we have said already, everything 
depends on Herr Hitler’s good faith. If 
he really is sincere, his proposals ' may 
save Europe; if he is insincere, they 
merely will make matters worse than they 
are. He declares that he is ready to con-

with France and Belgium, but also with 
Germany’s South-Eastern and North-

In these circumstances it is not impossible 


| that the North will be confronted with a 


severe scarcity of flax; and, inspired by 
this fear, the Northern Government has 
been trying to encourage the growth of 
flax by the farmers of its own province. 
Presumably, it is with the hope of ap 
export trade with Northern Ireland that 
the Free State Government has promoted 
its new bill. We hope that its attempt 
will succeed. Anything that encourages 
healthy commerce between the two States 
of Ireland is desirahle; and the growth 
of Free State raw material for a Northern 
industry is an example of national 
economy in its best and sanest form. Even 
to-day the Saorstdt exports a substantial 
quantity of flax to the North; but, if the 
bill attains anything like the success 
which it appears to contemplate, there 
will be an enormously increased output, 
for which Northern Ireland will remain 
the obvious market. We hope that the 
next step will be a consultation of some 
kind between the Free State Government 
and the United Kingdom Government, in 
order that there may be no danger of 
discrimination against Saorstát flax.

In 
every city in every land there are business 
houses and factories, industries, manufac- 
tories and organisations in which the 
executive head shares alone with woman 
secretary or stenographer secrets that are 
of the utmost worth. Many of these 
women and girls are in receipt only of a 
modest wage; and it is to their credit and 
to their example principally that the rules 
of business are maintained upon such a 
high level in these countries. 


Nationality 


The laws of nationality give rise to 
many curious results. Yesterday morning 
we reprinted from [ris Oifigivil the first 
list of applicants for certificates of 
naturalisation under the Irish Nationality 
and Citizenship Act of last year. There 
were thirty-four names in all, and most 
of those names, to our insular eyes, are 
very, very foreign. Doubtless, however, 
the applicants, during their requisite five 
years of domicile in the Free State, have 
shown themselves worthy and desirable 
acquisitions to any country, and will more 
than justify their incorporation into the 
body politic. Thus the law of nationality 
works to the Free State’s advantage. But 
let us look at the other side of the picture. 
A very large number of Irish people reside 
in England, and, under the same Act, 
must register themselves at the High 
Commissioner’s Office in London if they 
wish to become Free State citizens. The 
closing date for registration is to-morrow 
week, 10th April; but, until two days ago, 
no more than forty people out of the 
thousands upon thousands of Irish men 
and women in England have registered. It 
is not hard to discover the reasons for 
this abstention. In the first place, the 
great majority of Irish people in England 
probably know nothing of the law that 
governs their citizenship, or the necessary 
steps to acquire it. In the second place, 
of those who are so aware many do not 
care what their citizenship or nationality 
is, while others prefer British citizenship 
to that of the Free State. It is the final 
class which represents a real and definite 
loss to our country. These are the people 
who would like to retain their Irish 
nationality, but fear that some political 
crisis might occur in the Free State which 
would deprive them of their jobs in Great 
Britain. Therein lies the chief danger of 
Mr. de Valera’s tortuous progress towards 
a republic. If he achieves his goal, the 
result infallibly will be the sacrifice 
many Irishmen of their Irish nationality 
for the sake of reputation and position in 
the British Empire. Will the loss of these 
nationals the gain in 
theoretical freedom, or by the influx of 
ever so many hew citizens from the remote 
places of the earth?

GERMAN PEACE 
PLAN 


In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day :—The concluding sentence 
of the Note which Herr von Ribbentrop 
handed to Mr. Eden yesterday describes 
its contents as a peace plan, and there 
are very few English readers of the docu- 
ment who will refuse to accept that defini. 
tion. At the end of last Thursday s debate 
in the House of Commons the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer spoke for a great body 
of opinion in afhrming his personal belief 
in the sincerity oí Herr Hitler's appeal 
for a negotiated peace. The form in which 
Herr Hitler ce now renewed and 
elaborated his proposals will reinforce 
that general conviction. There is nothing 
in them to diminish the desire of this 
country to see negotiations opened upon a 
thesis which threatens no kind of new 
risk to any Power accepting it, but, on 
the contrary, promises a vast addition to 
the military and economic security of 
Europé in the shape of practical remedies 
for the fears and animosities by which 
it is increasingly, perilously and unneces 
sarily plagued. 

Never before has Europe been offered a 
chance on this scale of agreeing to fore- 
stall and avert the next war. Yet the 
immediate entry to negotiation is, as 
everyone knows, blocked by a single 
obstacle, created by the very act which. 
as it. happens, has put this unprecedexted 
opportunity so nearly: within reach. It 
must be every one’s first concern, there- 
fore, to know what share Herr Hitler him- 
self is prepared to take in a common effort 
to clear the highway. The breach of the 
Locarno Treaty cannot merely be ignored. 
How is it to be made good, so that a 
sound superstructure can be raised upon 
a renovated agreement. 

Herr Hitler’s plan, adds The Times, 
suffers from one notable omission. 
does not offer to abstain from 
fortification during that period. Such an 
offer might seem to have small importance, 
since little work could be done in four 
months, but for that very reason it could 
the more easily be made, and it would 
have an importance of quite another 
order as a diplomatic event. Would a 
suspension of the right to fortify dis- 
criminate against Germany ? Certainly 
not more than the offer to maintain the 
occupying force at what is claimed as a 
token strength under international super- 
vision and for no worse reason—namely, 
the early accomplishment of the great pro- 
gramme which is offered for the second 


and third periods of conference under the 
plan.

Three fell in the Swedish Mission com- 
pound, fifty on the Egyptian Red Crescent, 
14 on the Catholic Mission, four on the 
French Hospital and Agency, and four on 
the Harar Red Cross, which was showing 
a ground sign five yards square. The 
apparatus of the wircless station was 
destroyed, and the telephone line to the 
British Consulate was damaged. The 
Catholic Church and the Abyssinian 
Church were also badly damaged. Some 
ten fires were started, chiefly in the native

ANOTHER FIGHT ON

A charge that Japanese and Manchukuan 
troops had advanced nearly thirty miles 
inside the frontier of Outer Mongolia, and 
fought a battle, was laid before the 
Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Ohta, by the 
Assistant Foreign Commissioner, Stomon- 
Yakov, in an interview yesterday. 

Stomon-Yakov declared that during the 
last few days there had been a number of 
attacks by Japanese and Manchurian 
troops.

He added that on Sunday last large de- 
tachments of these troops had attacked the 
Mongolian frontier post, Adyk-Dolon, 
twenty-eight miles from the frontier, but 
were forced to retreat. i 

Yesterday, he stated, several hundreds 
of Japanese soldiers in lorries, supported 
by artillery and armoured. cars and 
‘planes, again attacked the outpost and 
hastened on farther to Tamsyk-Bulak. 
Mongolian troops had put up stern resist- 
ance, and the Japanese ‘had been forced 
to retreat, maintafhing a running fight as 
they withdrew. 

A Hsin King despatch quoting 
communiqués from the Kwantung Army 
states that there were two attacks, and 
that the Japanese-Manchukuo expedition 
suffered heavily, especially in the second 
attack. The battles took placé near 
Assuilsumu, some 75 miles north-west of 
Tawlan and within the Manchukuo border.

eyes of the German people and of their 
Government this draft lacks that spirit 
of understanding of the laws of honour 
and equality of status which, at al! times 
in the life of the peoples, constitutes the 
primary condition for the conclusion of 
free, and thus sacred, treaties. 


FUNDAMENTAL 
STATEMENTS 


The German Government believe that 
they owe it to the seriousness of the task 
with which théy are faced to limit to the 
most essential points their statement of 
the negative aspects of the memorandum 
presented to them. They will, however, 
endeavour, by amplifying and clarifying 
the proposals made by them on 7th 
March, to facilitate the beginning of con- 
crete work to secure European peace. 

The German Government must make the 
following fundamental statements in order 
to make it comprehensible why they re- 
jected various discriminatory points, as 
well as to explain the reasons for their 
constructive proposals. 


ALONG TWO LINES 

The German Government have just re- 
ceived from the German people, among 
other things, a solemn general mandate to 
represent the Reich and the German 
nation along the following two lines :— 

(1) The German people are determined 
to preserve under all circumstances their 
freedom, their independence, and thus 
their equality of status. They regard the 
advocacy of these natural international! 
principles of the State life as a precept 
of national honour and as a necessary 
condition for any practical co-operation 
between the nations from which they can, 
under no circumstances, make any 
further departure. 

(2) The German people most sincerely 
desire to co-operate with all their might 
in the great work of a genera] reconcilia- 
tion and understanding between the 
European nations for the purpose of safe- 
guarding for this Continent that peace 
which is so necessary for its culture and 
its welfare. 


THE DEMILITARISED 
ZONE 


- 


FOURTEEN POINTS GONE 
WRONG 


These are the desire of the German 
people, and, therefore, the obligation of 
the German Government, 

The German Government would further 
wish to make the following observations 
in pursuance of their fundamental atti- 
tude, as already stated in their pre- 
liminary Note of the 24th March, 1936. 

(a) In the year 1918 Germany concluded 
the Armistice, which was based on the 
fourteen points of President Wilson. 
These did not contemplate any manner of 
limitation of German sovereignty in the 
Rhineland. On the contrary, the main 
principle on which these points were based 
was the construction of a new inter- 
national order which should lead to a 
better and permanent peace. It was to do 
the fullest justice to the principle of self- 
determination and without regard to victor 
or vanquished i 

(b) The British Foreign Minister, in his 
speech of the 26th March on the subject 
of the demilitarised zone, stated that in 
the last analysis this was only a 
g& pro quo for the attempt made by 


Franee in 1918 to separate the Rhineland 


from Germany. From this statement it is 
clear that the demilitarised zone came into 
being solely as the result of an already 
perpetrated breach of an obligation which 
was binding on the Allies, too. 


THE RUHR 


(c) The demilitarisation provisions of 
the Treaty of Versailles were, accordingly, 


based on the breach of an assurance made | 


to Germany, and the sole legal argument 
to back them was force, These provisions 


——-—-&—— 


a the Treaty of Versailles were incor- 
porated in the Locarno Pact after a further 
infringemént of right—namely, the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr territory, which was 
characterised as a breach of law by British 
law officers of the Crown. 

(d) The so-called “ voluntary renuncia- 
tion '” of sovereignty on the part of 
Germany over these western provinces of 
the Reich is thus a result of the dictated 
Treaty of Versailles, and of a sequence of 
severe acts of oppression suffered by the 
German people as a result of that treaty. 
In this connection special reference must 
be made to the terrible distress and help- 
lessness of the Reith in consequence of the 
occupation of the Rhineland. 


A QUESTION 


If, therefore, the British Government 
now declare that there has certainly been 
a question of a dictated Treaty of 
Versailles, but never of a dictated Treaty 
of Locarno, the German Government must 
answer by putting this question: ‘‘ Was 
there ever, or could there ever be, a great 
nation in the world which has voluntarily, 
and without any pressure from outside, re- 
nounced, or would renounce, its sovereign 
rights unilaterally, and in this case 
abandon the most primitive right of de- 
fending its own frontiers? ”’ 

Nevertheless, the German nation has 
tolerated such a state of affairs for 
seventeen years, and as late as the 21st 
May, 1935. the German Chancellor de- 
clared that “ the German Government 
regard the demilitarised zone as an ex- 
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MR. EDEN SEES 
AMBASSADORS 


Mr. Eden, the British Foreign Secretary, 
saw the Ambassadors of both France and 
Belgium last night, and had a preliminary 
discussion with them on the German reply. 
With the consent of the German Govern- 
ment Mr. Eden despatched copies of the 
document to both the French and Belgian 
Governments. 

Today Herr von Ribbentrop, the 
German envoy, will again call on Mr. 
Eden. who will ask him fer elucidation 
on some of the points in the reply. 

Consultation will have to tais place 
between the Governments of the Powers 
making the original proposals to Germany 
before an official view can be formulated 
upon Germany’s reply. 

In many respects a very hopeful view 
is taken in London of the German answer, 
and it is felt that England should con- 
tinue now to make every effort to get the 
Powers round the table in conference. 
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ceedingly onerous contribution to be made 
by a sovereign State for the pacification 
of Europe,’’ and that the Government of 
the Reich “will observe all the obliga- 
tions arising out of the Locarno Treaty 
so long as the other parties to the treaty 
are willing to keep it.” 

The German Government in their pre- 
liminary Note of the 24th March, 1936, 
called attention to the fact that the 
military treaty concluded by France with 
Soviet Russia deprived the Locarno Treaty 
of its legal, and especially its political, 
basis, and thus of the conditions for its 
existence. It is superfluous to go into 
detail in this matter again, because there 
is no doubt that the tendency to involve 
| Europe in a network of military alliances 
is contrary to the spirit and the sense of 
the establishment mo real community of 
nations. The great danger is increasing 
that out of this general entanglement in 
military alliances a situation will arise 
which will be similar to that to which 
was principally due the outbreak of the 


world’s most frightful and most senseless 
war, 


NO LONGER BOUND BY 
PACT 


— 


DUTY TO GUARD AGAINST 
SURPRISES 


It is not now within the power of a 
single Government to prevent such a 
development originated by certain great 
Powers, but it is the duty of every 
Government within the limits of its own 
sovereign power to guard itself against 
those surprises which might arise out of 
such impenetrable European military and 
Cabinet policies. 
| The German Government have, there- 
fore, in view of the present situation, 


which signifies the abrogation of the legal 


and political bases and assumptions of 
the Locarno Pact, for their part declared 
themselves to be no longer bound by the 
said pact, and have restored the 
sovereignty of the Reich over the entire 
territory of the Reich. 

The German Government are not in the 
position to submit the measure which they 
have adopted for the security of the Reich, 
and which involves only German territory 
and is a menace to no one, to the appre- 
ciation of a body which, in the most 
favourable case, is only in a position to 
judge the legal aspect of the measure, 
but under no circumstances whatsoever its 
political aspects, this all the more true 
masmuch as the Council of the League 
of Nations have already arrived at a deci- 


sion prejudicing the legal judgment of 


the question. 
The German 

convinced that such a verdict could not 

only make no positive contribution to a 


constructive solution -of the question of 
European security, but rather would be 


calculated to make such a solution more 
dificult, if not to prevent it entirely. 


DISCRIMINATION 


Furthermore, either one believes in the 
possibility of securing a general European 
peace, in which case such an intended 
interference in the sovereign rights of a 
State can only aggravate matiers, or one 
does not believe in such a possibility of 
securing peace, in which case such a deci- 
sion would, at the best, only have a 
post factum juridical] significance. 

The German Government, therefore, on 
this point—as well as on the others con- 
tained in the draft proposal of the repre- 
sentatives of the Locarno Powers, which 
are, without exception, unilaterally 
onerous to Germany—not only cannot see 
any advantageous contribution for a truly 
broad and constructive solution of the 
question of European security, but can 
only see at the best elements of discrimi- 
nation against a great nation which thus 
make any permanent peace questionable. 

In accordance with the mission en- 
trusted them by the German people, the 
German Government must decline all 
proposals in the draft which impose one- 
sided burdens on Germany and therefore 
discriminate against er. 


NO MILITANT AIM 


As is obvious from her offer, Germany 
has no intention of ever attacking France 
or Belgium. And. taking into considera- 
tion France’s colossal armaments and the 
enormous fortresses on her eastern fron- 
tier, it is well known that such an attack 
would be senseless from the purely mili- 
tary point of view alone. 

For these reasons also the desire of the

Staff discussions is incomprehensible to 
the German Government. The latter would 
regard it only as seriously prejudicial if 
such arrangements between General Staffs 
were arrived at before the conclusion of 
the new security pacts. They are of the 
opinion that such arrangements should, 
in any case, only take place as a result 
of the political obligations of the five 
Locarno Powers to render assistance, and 
then only on strictly reciprocal grounds, 


TOWARDS WHAT GOAL? 
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GERMANY’S QUESTIONS 


The German Government are further of 
the opinion that to arrive at an easier solu- 
tion of the present complex of problems 
these must appropriately divided up 
according to the aims in view. They must 
then put the following fundamental ques- 
tions :— 

Towards what goal is European diplo- 
macy going to direct its efforts r 

Is this goal to be that division of Europe 
which has already shown itself to be un- 
suitable for any lasting guarantee of peace 
—a division of the European nations into 
those with more or less rights, into 
honourable and dishonourable nations, 
free or fettered peoples to be maintained 
or continued in some new forms or other, 
or with modifications? 

Impelled by such a desire, does Euro- 
pean diplomacy further intend to aim at 
conclusions on past events based on mere 
majority decisions, and to pronounce 
sentences in order to find those legal 
grounds, apparently still lacking, for con- 
tinuing this*former state of affairs? 

Or are the Governments of Europe going 
to direct their efforts towards achieving at 
all costs a really constructive state of 
affairs among the nations of Europe, and 
thus arrive at a lasting and secure form 
of peace?

SHORTAGE 


Durinz the day there were many indica- 
tions of the growing shortage of coal. In 
one Dublin factory the staff were warned 
that the supply would not last more than 
another week, and that, if there was not 
a settlement of the strike in the mean- 
time, the staff would have to be laid off. 
The manufacturer in question told his 
workers that coke was not a satisfactory 
substitute for coal, and that he did not 
propose fn use it. 

In another case the manager of the 
firm affeciud approached the unions with 
two proposals for obtaining supplies. He 
said that he was willing to purchase coal 
at the Dublin coal yards, and to have it 
conveyed to his premises in the suburbs 
by trade union labour at the rates de- 
manded by the unions. Alternatively, he 
was willing to charter a vessel and bring 
supplies from Britain, providing the 
Government could put him in touch with 
a British coal agent willing to give him 
supplies. The vessel would be discharged 
and the coal delivered under the new rates. 
The second suggestion was accepted by the 
unions, and the manager concerned com- 
municated with the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce regarding supplies. 


DOCK INCIDENT 


During the afternoon it was learned 
that a coal wagon had entered the Custom 
House Docks for supplies. Reinforced 
pickets were posted and some of the 
strikers entered the docks, where the lorry 
had already been loaded. When the 
driver was approached he agreed to unload 
the coal and to leave the premises without 
a supply. 

The British Co-Operative Wholesale 
Society was approached by the Dublin 
Trade Union Council for consignments. 
The Society, after a committee meeting 
yesterday, informed the Council that it 
could not send coal to Dublin. 

The Striko Committee stated last night 
that they were willing to meet the Dublin 
Board of Assistance on the question of 
coal supplies for the poor, if the Board, or 
the Corporation, is willing to bring in 
supplies and to pay the new rates for 
discharge. 

Steps have been taken by the unions 
to prevent profiteering by persons 
handling wood, coke and turf. The Strike 
Committee has under consideration a pro- 
posal for a complete embargo on any fuel, 
the price of which has been raised since 


the stoppage began.

CORK, Wednesday. 
4 SE dispute between the Cork muni- 


cipal workers and the City Manager, 
Mr. TI’. Monahan, which led to threats 
of a strike, was amicably settled to-day, 
subject to formal confirmation, both by 
the Corporation and the men. 

The demand originally put forward 
and refused was for a ten shillings weekly 
wages increase. 

The settlement was announced following 
the resumed conference under the auspices 
of the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, and it was indicated that in addi- 
tion to reaching agreement on the main 
points at issue, such minor matters as 
rates of pay on Sundays and holidays, 
emoluments in the form of boots and 
clothes and other points, all were satis- 
factorily cleared up. 

For the greater part of the conference 
discussions the parties occupied different 
rooms, the City Manager being assisted by 
the Committee of Aldermen, under the 
Lord Mayor, Alderman 8. French: Mr. 
O’Sullivan, of the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, passing to and fro! cween 
the two rooms. 

The terms of settlement were accepted 
by the men to-night at a special meeting 
at the Connolly Hall. It was announced 
that the terms involved an increase in the 
basic rate of pay to municipalemplovés of 
from 54s. a week to 57s. 6d. Of this 
increase 2s. 6d. is to be given immediately, 
and the remaining shilling in June, the 
agreement to continue for three vears, and 
to be terminable by three months’ notice 
on either side. 

There is a safeguarding provision that 
should there be sharp economic fluctua- 
tions within the three years’ period, such 
fluctuations being certified by the 
Minister, the agreement may be termi- 
nated earlier.

PREMISES

HE Flax Bill, which was introduced 
in the Dail by Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, last December, has now been 
circulated. It is intended to promote the 
more extensive growing of flax, and make 
provision for the regulation and control of 
the growing, scutching and sale of flax. 
The area to which the Act will apply 
will be defined by an Order of the 
Minister. Such area may be one con- 
tinuous area, or it may be two, or more, 
separate non-contiguous areas. 
When an area, previously scheduled as 
an area, is excluded the exclusion will not 
invalidate anything previously done under 
the operation of the Act. 
The Minister will set up registers for 
flax-growing premises, and registers of 
scutch-milling premises. Application for 
recistration in the register of flax-growing 
premises may be made at any time. The 
application may refer to the whole, or 
part, of the farm. Application for regis- 
tration of premises not in the occupation 
of the applicant may be made on January 
1 in any year, and on or before March ól 
in the same year, and at no other time, 
The application should be limited to land 
on which it was proposed to grow flax 
in the current year. 


MINISTER’S POWER 


The Minister may refuse application for 
registration if the applicant was previously 
registered and his registration cancelled ; 
if the Minister is not satisfied that flax 
had been grown on the land within ten 
years ; or if, having regard to the number 
of registrations, it might not be in the 
public interest; or if the relevant pro- 
visions of the Act have not been complied 
with. 

Any person carrying on; or proposing 
to carry on, the business of scutch-milling 
may apply for registration of his premises. 
The Minister may refuse if he considers 
the premises unsuitable or inadequately 
equipped or in disrepair, or that the 
applicant is not competent, or if the 
application is not in the public interest, 
in view of the numbers already registered, 
or if the applicagt was previously 
registered and the registration cancelled, 
or that the relevant provisions of the Act 
had not been complied with. 

Applicants for registration shall supply 
all information required by the Minister. 
This may need to be verified by a statutory 
declaration of another person. The giving 
of false or misleading information may 
be punished by a fine of £10. 

When the Minister proposes to refuse 
an application he will send intimation of 
such intention to the applicant, and the 
Minister shall consider any representa- 
tions made by the applicant within seven 
days. 

The Minister may cancel a registration 
either at the request of the registered 
person or if he is satisfied registration 
was secured by fraudulent means, or after 
two years if no flax had been grown in 
that period or far various other reasons. 


REGISTERED PREMISES 


The proprietor of a registered flax- 
growing premises will be required to send 
each year returns to the Minister stating 
whether he intends or not to grow flax, 
and, if he goes, the acreage he intends to 
sow. Also, he must state the name of the 
scutch-milling premises to which he 
intends to send the flax for scutching. 
Failure to make such returns may render 
the person liable to a fine of £25. It will 
mandatory on the registered flax- 
grower to send his flax to the sentch mill 
indicated in his return, but the Minister, 
if he thinks fit, may require the registered 
proprietor to send his flax to specified 
scutch-milling premises. 

It will be the duty of the Executive 
Council to fix the standard price per stone 
for each sale year. The first such Order 
will be in respect of the sale season begin- 
ning lst October, 1936. This will be made 
as soon as may be after the passing of the 
Act. In subsequent years the Order must 
be made not later than January 31. 

Flax, when sent to a registered scutch 
mill, will, when scutched, be inspected, 
weighed, graded and valued. The pro- 
prietor of the scutch mill and the Depart- 
ment’s inspector have special duties in 
regard to these matters. The value, per 
stone, fixed by an inspector is referred to 
as the ascertained value of the flax. 


BOUNTY 


If the average ascertained value is less 

than the standard value, the Minister will 
pay by way of bounty a sum equal to the 
difference. Bounty will not, however, be 
payable on the amount of flax grown in 
excess of the quota, or if no quota had 
been fixed, or if the registered proprietor 
had failed to make any returns, or if the 
flax had been scutched at a mill other than 
that to which it should have been sent. 
The Executive Council shall fix the 
maximum quantity of flax in any sale 
season on which bounty will be paid. The 
Order for the sale season beginning 
October 1, 1936, shall be made as soon as 
possible after the passing of the Act, and 
for the subsequent sale season before 
February 1 next. The Executive will also 
fix the flax quotas upon which bounty will 
be paid. | 
Before the beginning of every sale season 
the Minister will fix the value per stone, 
which shall be the minimum value for the 
purposes of the Act. 
The bill sets out various returns which 
have to be made by the grower, as well as 
the scutch mill owner, and penalties are 
prescribed for non-compliance. Premises 
registered must be open to inspection by 
officers of the Department at all reason- 
able times.

LABOUR AND TARIFFS 


Self-sufficiency as a doctrine was dead and 
damued. Except in the Free State and in 
Australia he said that he knew of no country 
in which labour had supported tariffs. 
Labour knew that tariffs would mean profits 
for manufacturers which would not be 
passed on to the employés and which would 
not benefit the community.

Dublin, when the wonder- 
ful work of the Mission in guiding and in- 
structing the afflicted was’ reviewed. 

The Rev. R. Bird, D.8.0., M.A. (honorary 

secretary), said that if the deaf were to 
weather the ‘storms of life they must, like 
the people who hear. have instruction and 
guidance. This was what the Mission en- 
deavoured to accomplish, and were it not 
for the Mission few opportunities would 
be available for the building of Christian 
character among them, Normal people who 
had been cut off from civilisation often fell 
back into heathenism, and that being so, 
how much more likely was it to be the case 
with, those who suffered from the added 
isolation of deafness? 
_ Mr. V. J. Walker (the missioner), describ- 
ing the activities of the Mission, referred to 
its work as the bridge between the hearing 
and the deaf. 

A resolution to the effect that the Mission 
was deserving of the sympathy and support 
of all Christian people was carried on the 
motion of the Rev Canon L. Parkinson, 
M.A., Rector of Zion Church, Rathgar, 
seconded by Mr. G. F. Colin, B.A. (auditor 
of Dublin University Theological Society).

(c) A later period for dealing with those 
desirable supplements to the work of peace 
in Europe which cannot and should not be 
exactly determined or limited as.to contents 
or scope from the very beginning—questions 
of disafmament, economics, etc.

To this end the German Government pro- 
pose the following peace plan :— ~ 

(1) In order to give the future agreements 
to ensure the peace of Europe the character 
ef inviolable treaties those nations partict- 
pating in the negotiations shall do so only 
on an entirely equal footing and as equally} 
esteemed members. The, sole compelling 
reason for signing these treaties can only lie 
in the ‘generally recognised and obvious 
suitability: of these agreements for the peace 
of Europe. and thus for the social happiness 
and the economic prosperity of the nations. 

(2) In order to abbreviate as far as possible 
the period of uncertainty, in the economic 
interests of the European nations the German 
Government, propose a limit of four months 
for the first period, up to the signature of the 
non-agression pacts, and thus. covering a 
guaranteed European ‘peace. | 

(3) The German Government give the 
assurance that they will not undertake any 
reinforcement wWhatsoever to the troops in 
the Rhineland during this period, always pro- 
vided that the Belgian and French Govern- 
ments act similarly. 


COMMISSION .SUGGESTED 


(4) The German .Government give the 
assurance that they will not move during 
this period the troops at present stationed 
in the Rhineland closer to the Belgian and 
French frontiera. i 

(5) The German Government propose to set 
up a commission composed of representatives 
of the two guarantor Powers, England and 
Italy, and of a disinterested third neutral 
Power, to guarantee these assurances to be 
given by both parties. 

(6) Germany, Belgium and France are each 
entitled to send a representative to this Com- 
mission. If Germany, Belgium and France 
think that for any particular reason they 
can point to a change fn the military sitee- 
tion having taken place within this period 


of four months they have the right to in- 


form the Guarantee Commission of what 
they have observed. 

(7) Germany, Belgium and France declare 
their willingness ih such a case to permit 
this Commission to make the necessary in- 
vestigations through the British and Italian 
military attaches, and to report thereon to 
the Powers participating. 

(8) Germany, Belgium and France give 
the assurance that they will give the fullest 
consideration to the objections arising there- 
from. 


LIMITATION 


(9} Moreover, the German Government are 
willing, on the basis of complete reciprocity, 


to agree with their two western ep wre 


to any military limitation of the German 
western frontier. 

(10)—Germany, Belgium and France, and 
the two guarantor Powers agree to enter ms 
of the British 
Government, at once, or, at the latest, after 
the French election, for the conclusion of a 
twenty-five years’ non-aggression or security 
pact between France and Belgium, on the 
one hand, and Germany on the other. 
(11)—Germany agrees that Great Britain 
and Italy shall once more sign this security 
pact as guarantor Powers. 

(12)—Should special obligations to render 
military assistance arise as a result of these 
security agreements, Germany, for her part, 


declares her willingness to assume such obliga- 


tions also. 


AIR PACT 


(13)—The German Government hereby re- 
peat the proposal for the conclusion of an air 
pact to supplement and reinforce these 
security agreements. 

(14)—The German Government repeat that, 
should the Netherlands so desire, they are 
willing to include this State also in this 
Western European security agreement. 

(15)—in ordor to stamp this peace pact, 
voluntarily entered into between Germany, on 
the one hand, and France on the other, with 
the character of a reconciliatory settiement 
of centuries old variance, Germany and 
France shall pledge themselves to see that in 
the education of the young people of both 
countries, as well as in publications, every- 
thing is avoided which might be calculated to 
poison the relationship between the two 
peoples, whether it be the adoption of a 
derogatory or contemptuous attitude or im- 
proper interference in the internal affairs of 
the other country. They shail agree to set up 
at the headquarters of the League of Nations 
in Geneva a Joint Commission, whose function 
it shall be to submit to the two Governments 
for their information and investigation all 
complaints received. 

(16) In pursuance of their intention to give 
this agreement the character of a sacred 
pledge Germany and France shal! undertake 
to ratify it by means of a plebiscite of the 
two nations themselves. 

(17) Germany expresses her willingness for 
her part to enter into communication with the 
States on her South-Eastern and North- 
Eastern frontiers with a view to inviting them 
directly to conclude the non-aggressive pacts 
proposed. 


WILL RE-ENTER LEAGUE 


(18) Germany expresses her willingness to 
re-enter the League of Nations either at once 
or after the conclusion of these agreements, 
At the same time the’ German Government 
again express their expectation that within 
a reasonable time and by means -of friendly 
negotiations the question of Colonial equality 
of rights and that of the separation of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations from its 
y ersailles setting Will be cleared up. 

(19) Germany proposes the constitution of 
an International Court of Arbitration which 
shall have competence in respect of the ob- 
sone ign of re, various agreements concluded 
and whose” isi indi 
eens on shall be’ binding on all 

After the conclusion of this great work of 
securing European peace the German Govern. 
ment cousider it urgently necessary to en- 
deavour, by practical measures, to make 
attempts to check unlimited competition in 
armaments. In their opinion this would mean 
not merely an alleviation of the financial and 
economic position of the nations but, above 
all, a psychological détente. 


ARMAMENTS 


The German Government, however have n 
faith in the noe to bring about ankviedal 
settlements, w would be doomed by 
failure from the outset, and can therefore be 
proposed only by those who have no interest 
in achieving. results.

INCREASED PRICES 


Senator CONNOLLY moved: ‘‘ That the 
Senate hereby appreves of Control of Imports 
(Quota No. 4) (Amendment No. 2) Order, 
1936, in regard to rubber shoes made on the 
28th day of January, 1936, by the Executive 
Council under the Control of Imports Act, 
1934 (No. 12 of 1934).”’ 

Mr. DILLON said that there was some 
disquiet in regard to unemployment and high 
prices, and it was because of these Orders 
that this was happening. 

The MINISTER said that with regard to 
the shoe industry which the Senator had in 
mind he felt that there was no increase in 
prices. It might be so that unemployment 
was increasing, but at the same time employ- 
ment was steadily increasing, particularly in 
the agricultural industry. 

Mr BLYTHE said that when there were 
only tariffs the public could only be charged 
extra to the extent of the tariff, In regard to cer- 
tain commodities, quotas were leading cer- 
tain producers to charge prices which were 
higher than if they were only protected by 
tarifis. He suggested that as a result of 
many ramours and complaints that the whole 
matter should be looked into once again by 
the Government, and to see that the public 
were not being exploited. 

The MINISTER agreed that careful super- 
Vision was necessary in regard to the quota 
system and tariffs. It was the obvious duty 
of the Government to see that no profiteer- 
ing was indulged in.

Mr. CONNOLLY (Minister for Lands) 
moved the approval of the quota order under 
the Control of Imports Act dealing with the 
unportation of British cement to the extent of 
two-thirds of the Free State's requirements. 
_Mr. JOHNSON asked how was the alloca- 
tion of British and foreign cement going to 
be made. He hoped that the Minister would 
not delay coming to the House in this matter 
until it was too late. How was the purchaser 
to decile whether to buy Continental or 
British cement? Was there any machinery 
for regulating the price? 

Mr. CONNOLLY (Minister for Lands) said 
that he understood that the quotas would be 
allotted on an equitable basis, keeping in 
mind the trade between importers and mann- 
facturers. He was not in a position to give 
more information at the moment

NEW BUSINESS 


Introducing an amendment desigaed to 
bring within the scope of the bill insurance 
in respect of public liability, engineering, 
tlass, guarantee and burglary business, Mr. 
LEMASS said the bill in its present form 
applied only to the classes of insurance men- 
tioned in the 1909 Act as amended by the 
Road Traffic Act, 1933. He thought, how- 
ever, It was desirable to extend the Act to 
make it apply to the classes of insurance 
business mentioned, so that there would be a 
measure of control and supervision over them. 
Marine and live stock insurance and some 
other types of that business remained un- 
covered by the bill. They were largely carried 
on by specialist companies 

The amendmeut was agree! to. 

The MINISTER moved a further amend- 
ment to exclade from the scope of the bill 
certain superannuation funds, such as those 
run by banks and railway companies for their 
stafis, who subscribed to them and their 
dependents. Associated with the exemption 
he proposed were contracts of assurance on 
human life under which the assurer had no 
right of cancellation, and which provided for 
the payment of moneys in the case of fatal 
or other accidents. 

The amendment Was agreed to. 


INDUSTRIAL ASSURANCE 


Further Ministerial amendments agreed to 
on the Definition Section were that industrial 
assurance shall include contracts which are 
attached to, or dependent on, such assurances, 
and under which the assarer has no right of 
cancellation, and which provide for the pay- 
ment of moneys in case of fatal of other 
accidents to or disease of, the assured. ‘fhe 
next amendment agreed to regarding the 
definition of accident assurance business ex- 
cluded “any contracts which were attached 
to, or dependent on, contracts of life 
assurance business or industria) assurance 
business, avd which confer benefitg on the 
assured in case of fatal or other accident 
to, or disease of, the assured, and under 
which the assurer had no right of cancella- 
tion, 

On Section 6, which deals with restriction 
on the operation of the Act, Mr. LEMASS 
moved an amendment to add a new section : 
“Any business lawfully carried on by 
societies and other bodies registered in the 
Saorstat under the Acta relating to friendly 
societies or to trade unions.” Mr. Lemass 
said that the amendment was consequentia! 
on an earlier amendment, and er sm for 
the exemption of the business carried on bv 
friendly societies or trade unions. It was 
dsirable to exempt that class of business 
from the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. DILLON said that he could see no 
reason why trade union insurance enterprise 
should not be subject to the same type of 
supervision as obtained in the case of indns- 
trial insurance companies or ordinary branch 
insurance. 

The MINISTER said that the trade unions 
were exempted under the 1929 Act and also 
under this bill.

spread. 
NOT WARRANTED 


He said that he had seen both parties to 
the dispute, and thought that the points In 
dispute were not insurmountable. hotd- 
ing up of coal supplies was not warranted. 
He was certain that the Port and Docks 
Board would give every -facility in the way 
of berthage and other ways at their disposal.

TRADE COUNCIL PROPOSAL | 


The Lord Mayor said that the Town Clerk 
had received a letter from the Dublin Trades 
Union Council, which pointed out that the 
Corporation could itself purchase coal for the 
benefit and in the interests of the citizens, as 
was done in 1921, when thousands of tons of 
coal were purchased by the Corporation to 
he available for purchase by the citizens. 
That gesture was largely responsible for the 
settlement of the dispute. ‘They hoped that 
would encourage the present Corporation to 
follow the example then set them. 

Mr. O'Neill, Clerk to the Council, said 
that in 1921 there was a national coal strike 
in England, and supplies were cut off. At 
that time the Dublin Corporation did not 
recognise the then Government, and, ignor- 
ing it, got in coal supplies. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh suggested that the Lord 
Mavor should call a conference of representa- 
tives of the men, the merchants, and the 
Corporation in a round-table conference and 
endeavour to settle the questions at issue. 

Mr. Martin O'Sullivan raised a question 
as to the power of the Q@orporation to import 
coal in agcrisis of that character. If they 
had such power it was their duty to take 
action. 


LAW AGENT’S OPINION 


Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent and Acting 
City Manager, said that the City Council 
had no power whatever to purchase coal for 
the purpose of redistribution or re-sale. It 
would be illegal to pledge the rates as security 
for payment, and the persons ordering the 
coal would be responsible for the payments 
for it. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said that if the 
Corporation had no power to deal with this 
matter, the Government’ had, and he was 
satisfied that the Government would see the 
necessity of having this strike settled and 
would step in, as they had done in the 
tramway strike, when they provided lorries. 
He did not see why the Government 
should not come to the rescue of i 
people, and thonght that the Labour y 
should take the initiative. 

The Lord Mayor said that he would ask 
the Council to pass his resolution, and add 
the Law Agent’s opinion to the minutes. He 
would then propose that the members of the 
Corporation who were senators or deputies 


in the Dail should form a députation ‘andi ' 


at once to Leinster Housesand submit the 
position to thef Minister for Industry and 
Commerce.

Where sale was permitted without 
grading. no container should have more than 
two layers. . 

The Dublin public. he said. was.a very 
exacting ons. In selling Irish prodnee, they 
had often to deal with a hostile public. - 

. “Our life is one long apologia for Dublin 
produce, an] unless something is done Dublin 
stuff will be cut out altogether,”’ said the 
witness. 


DISHONEST LOADING 


He mentioned that one of the difficulties 
in the Dublin Market was that when buying 
cabbage they could see the ends of the loads, 
but did not know to what extent rt was 
“doped” imside. There was often.15 per 
cent, of waste m a load. 

The witness said that Irish appie-growerz 
seemed hypnotised with them own stuff, and 
seemed to think it was the best m the world. 
There were not sufficent Insh dessert apples 
for either packing or grading, and there was a 
difficulty in getting repeat orders. Phe Irish 
public were strong supporters of Irish apples, 
but no shopkeeper could show them as he 
got them. Ninety per cent. of them had to 
be polished and rehandled before they could 
be shown to the public. 

The carts in which vegetables were con- 
veyed to the market were often used to 
carry manure back to the country. 

Mr. Hart, president of the Irish Retail 
Confectioners’, Fruiterers’ and Allied Trades 
Association, remarked that the majority ef 
tomato producers did not grade tomatoes 
properly, and consequently did not get the 
prices to which they were entitled. 

Replying to Professor Whelehan, the ‘wit- 
ness said that the price of cabbage retail 
from October to May would average a 
head. If it were properly graded antl 
dressed, it did not necessarily mean that the 
price would be higher. Ii it were atan- 
dardised prices would be steadier. His 
organisation wanted the grading of veget- 
ables. They believed in that way producers 
would get better prices. He thought that 
the public going into the vegetable market 
would only tend to set a false standard of 
prices. 


100 PER CENT, PROFIT 

Mr. P. McEvoy, representing Messrs. 
McGivern. said that wholesalers had ‘been 
making 100 per cent. profit on Jaffa oranges 
during the past few months. There was, he 
thought, some justification for this, as they 
were allowed to. import only a limited 
quantity under quota.
